SIU backs Board of Higher 
Education on revenue needs 


The Southern Illinois 
University Board of Trustees 
voted Thursday to reaffirm the 
board's support of the level of 
spending for the 1976-7 fiscal 
year recommended ‘for the STU 
system by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education. 

The board resolution calls 

specifically for support of 
Senate Bill 1646, which would 
appropriate $114,825,481 for the 
STU system as recommended by 
the IBHE. 
The resolution also urges 
support of House Bill 3338, 
which would increase the ap- 
propriation from the SIU in- 
come fund by $1,200,000 for 
added costs related to increase 
enrollment at the Carbondale 
campus. 

Acting President Andrew J. 
Kochman of SIU at Edwards- 
ville voiced support for the 
IBHE recommended level of 
funding because “it would 
provide a more adequate level 
of salary increases than the 
proposals in the governor's 
budget and it also would provide 
greater support for new and 
expanded programs.” 

Kochman’s support was 
endorsed by Rosemarie 
Archangel, president of the 
University Senate at SIUE. She 
pointed out that “other state 
employes are protected by an 
automatic escalator .clause in 
their salary contracts which 
provides a built-in salary in- 
crease.” 


In other action Thursday, the “ 


SIU Board approved a 
prespectus for the position of 
president of SIU at Edwards- 
ville. 

The tus, as presented 
to the board by Chairman W 
Deane Wiley of the Presidential 
Search Committee, includes a 
description of the university, 
major responsibilities of the 
president, and criteria for 
evaluating candidates. 

The board also formally 
approved the total membership 
of the Presidential Search 
Committee, which was com- 
pleted and announced April 20, 
with the final five members of 
the 13-member committee 
being approved by the 
executive committee of the 
board.

County to act on 
zoning amendments 


Zoning amendments which 
would allow permits to be 
granted for the construction of 
homes in business districts have 
been approved by the Madison 
County Zoning Board of Appeals 
and will be considered by the 
Madison County Board during 
its regular meeting starting at 
9:30 a.m. Wednesday in the 
Madison County Courthouse at 
Edwardsville. 

During the zoning board’s 
hearing on the proposed 
amendments, Board Member 
Louis Whitsell of Nameoki 
Township, who also is a 
member of the zoning board, 
was the target of charges from 
the audience that he used his 
influence to assist, Arthur E. 
Miller Jr. in attempting to 
receive approval for con- 
struction of a house at Route 162 
and Mockingbird Lane. 

Miller owns Miller 
Excavating Co., headquartered 
at the location, and Whitsell 
admitted at the hearing he is 
now a superintendent with the 
Miller firm. 

Whitsell noted he had not met 
Miller prior to a zoning hearing 
at which Whitsell' supported 
Miller’s request for a special 
use permit to construct a home 
adjacent to the excavating 
business. 

Construction had already 
begun with the building being 
termed an office as Miller at- 
tempted to receive approval to 
change the use to a house. 

Rodger and Agnes Bowler, 


whose home and business, 
Bowler Trucking Co., are ad- 
jacent to Miller's property, 
opposed the change at that time 
and accused Whitsell of 
“playing games” to aid Miller. 

Miller's request for a permit 
was denied by the zoning board, 
which noted the county’s new 
zoning ordinance failed to make 
dwellings one of the uses for 
which permits could be granted 
in business districts. 

‘The county board concurred 
on a close vote, denying the 
permit.

Panel to study compensation 
rate trend in state 


insurance 


Senator Sam M. Vadalabene, 
D-Edwardsville, supported a 
resolution in the Illinois Senate 
establishing a special panel to 
probe escalating insurance 
rates that may be responsibie 
for increasing business costs 
ultimately passed on to com 
sumers 

The resolution, adopted last 
week, creates a Special Com- 
mittee on Insurance 
to investigate ‘recent and 
proposed rate increases for 
workmen's compensation and 
occupational diseases and 
medical and hospital service 
insurance."

Methods to appeal tax audit decision 


Last year, some taxpayers in 
this district received letters 
from the Internal Revenue 
Service asking them to provide 
records for an audit of their 
federal income tax returns 

At the conclusion of the 
audits, the IRS gave each of the 
taxpayers a form to sign, saying 
that the taxpayers agreed with 
the results of their audits. All 
signed without question, paying 
any tax the IRS said they owed, 
right? Wrong! 

A number of the taxpayers 
who participated exercised 
their right to disagree with the 
IRS and appeal the examiners’ 
decisions. That right is one of 
several every taxpayer has.

For example, taxpayers may 
obtain a variety of publications 
and printed materials and 
receive other forms of taxpayer 
assistance from the IRS in 
order to file a complete, ac- 
curate and timely return. 

This assistance is available 
all year. Even taxpayers who 
are delinquent in paying their 
taxes have the right to expect 
that IRS collection procedures 
are as fair and evenhanded as 
possible, a spokesman at the 
Springfield district office said. 

‘On the matter of audits, the 
usual reason for selecting a 
return for examination is to 
verify the correctness of the 
income, exemptions or 
deductions that were r 

Some returns are also 
selected as part of a random 
sample for research studies. In 
addition, all high-income 
returns are automatically 
screened. 

An audit, therefore, does not 
imply that the IRS suspects 
dishonesty or criminal liability. 
The ultimate aim is to help en- 
sure that all taxpayers pay the 
correct amount of tax 

‘The theory is that a taxpayer 
who pays his or her fair share 
has a right to expect that others 
do likewise and that en- 
forcement action is taken 
against those who don’t. 

‘The tax laws are complex and 
taxpayers can and do have 
honest disagreements about 
how these laws should be in- 
terpreted. If a taxpayer 
disagrees with the results of an 
audit, the examiner explains 
the administrative appeals 
process within the IRS, as well

If the audit is held in an IRS 
office, the taxpayer can request 
a meeting to explain his or ber 
position to the auditor's 
supervisor. If an agreement is 
reached, the case is closed. If 
not, the taxpayer can appeal. 

‘The first level of appeal is the 
district conference staff. 
District conferees work in- 
dependently of the examiners 
and their supervisors, in order 
to view each case impartially. 
They pay attention to the 
presentation of the facts, the tax 
law and arguments supporting 
the taxpayer's positjon. 

If the taxpayer is not happy 
with the results of the con- 
ference or wishes to skip this 
level of appeal, the case then 
goes to the second level, the 
appellate division of the 
regional commissioner's office. 

The appellate conferee is 
organizationally independent of 
both the level that conducted 
the audit and the ‘district con- 
ference staff. He has authority 
to settle any case based on its 
merits and on the ‘hazards of 
litigation,” weighing the 
relative chances of success that 
the IRS or the taxpayer might 
have in court. 

The administrative 
procedures were developed to 
allow a taxpayer to appeal with , 
maximum convenience and 
minimum expense. However, 
the taxpayer need not appear 
alone at the audit or con- 
ferences, or even appear at all. 

With written authorization 
from the taxpayer, an attorney, 
certified public accountant or 
anyone enrolled to practice 
before the IRS may represent 
the taxpayer. The taxpayer is 
also entitled to bring witnesses 
to support his or her position. 

If the taxpayer still does not 
agree or-wishes to skip the 
administrative appeals system, 
the case may go to the U. S. Tax 
Court, the U. 5. Court of Claims 
or the U. S. District Court. All 
are t judicial bodies 
having no connection with 
Internal Revenue. 

To appeal through the Tax 
Court, the taxpayer must 
receive a formal letter called a 
“statutory notice of deficiency” 
from the IRS. The taxpayer has 
90 days from the date of the 
notice to file a petition with the 
Tax Court. 

The case will be scheduled in 
a court location as convenient 
as possible to the taxpayer. 
Again, the taxpayer may have a 
representative at the hearing. 

If the case involves $1,500 or 
Jess for any one tax year, it may 
be handled under the Tax 
case

cannot be appealed by the 


taxpayer or the IRS. 

Decisions by judges of the 
Tax Court rendered under 
regular procedures, however, 
may be appealed to the U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals and 
then to the U. S. Supreme Court. 

To appeal through the District 
Court or Court of Claims, the 
taxpayer first pays the disputed 
tax and then files a claim for 
refund with the IRS. If the IRS 
rejects the claim or does not 
handle the claim within six 
months, the taxpayer may 
appeal to either court. 

‘The Supreme Court reviews 
decisions by the Court of 
Claims, while District Court 
decisions may be appealed to 
the U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals and then to the 
Supreme Court. 

If the decision is in the tax- 
payer's favor, the IRS will 
refund the tax and pay interest 
for the time it held the money. 

For more details about audits 
and how to appeal them, tax- 
payers may read IRS 
Publication 556, ‘‘Audit of 
Returns, Appeals Rights and 
Claims for Refund.” It is free 
and available from IRS offices. 

As mentioned, if the taxpayer 
does owe the IRS money, he or 
she has the right to expect fair 
and impartial treatment from 
the Service's collection 
procedures and personnel. The 
IRS recommends that tax- 
payers who believe there is an 
error in a bill—or who cannot 
immediately pay a bill in full— 
contact them. In that way, 
minor problems can be resolved 
before they become larger ones. 

IRS collection procedures and 
taxpayer rights in these actions 
are outlined in the free IRS 
Publication 586, “The Collection 
Process (Income Tax 
Accounts)."”

One room seats 2,544 persons, 
another 1,980 persons and six 
others seat 840 each.

The meeting room complex 
on the second level can convert 
to 30 acoustically-engineered 
rooms with seating capacities 
ranging from 660 downward to 
28 persons 

Other elements include box 
offices, press facilities, sound 
systems, staging, dressing 
rooms, VIP rooms, ‘sky 
hooks,” garage space, a vast 
kitchen capable of serving 
banquets for more than 5,000 
persons, and a permanent 
cocktail lounge.

I would like to commend 
Alderman Jerry Parmley for 
his responsiveness on my 
request for street lighting on 
Rodger Avenue. 

Ward Six can be thankful for

However, there seems to be a 
problem which no alderman’s 
influence can cure with any 
immediacy: the problem of 
poor care for public “‘ciroles”’ in 
various subdivisions throughout 
the city.

But 
those without proper main- 
tenance become unsightly 


hazards which grow tall weeds 
and grass that hide dangerous 
broken glass, jagged metal cans 
and numerous other un- 
desirable objects. 

I believe it is the city’s job to 
maintain these circles so that 
they are clean and become .a 
more beautiful and useful place 
for the neighborhood and 
especially for children. 

Years ago, surrounding 
families would take turns 
maintaining the circle on the 
block that I live on, but now 
individual families cannot 
continue to foot the bill—in 
money or time—for the proper 
care. 

I realize that Supt. Portell’s 
street crews are probably busy 


with the many sewer breaks 
and road repairs necessary for 
the city, but numerous calls to 
his office have brought no 
results. 

I believe that if one of these 
circles were in his neigh- 
borhood, it would be more 
properly maintained. 

I realize that this does not 
appear to be a heavy issue, but 
it is of much concern to those 
living in the subdivisions where 
these circles have been built.
